Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claims contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventors, at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The original patent disclosure only appears 
to support that the transverse knives can only be mounted on the frame girders by 
welding (see Column 5, lines 36-38 no other mention of mounting the transverse knives 
on the frame girders). Thus, this does not provide sufficient support for the newly 
broadened limitation of the transverse knives being mounted on the frame girders by 
any other way other than welding and therefore it does not appear that applicant was in 
possession of such at the time of the invention. 

Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claims contain subject matter which was 
not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
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which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Claims 1 -1 6 are not enabled given the lack of description. 

Oath/Declaration 

The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective (see 37 CFR

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 251 

Claims 1-16 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue Declaration 
under 35 U.S.C. 251 as set forth above.

Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 251 as being based upon new matter 
added to the patent for which reissue is sought. The added material which is not 
supported by the prior patent is as follows: The original patent disclosure only appears 
to support the transverse knives can only be mounted on the frame girders by welding 
(see Column 5, lines 36-38 no other mention of mounting the transverse knives on the 
frame girders). Thus, this does not provide sufficient support for the newly broadened 
limitation of the transverse knives being mounted on the frame girders by any other way 
other than welding and therefore it does not appear that applicant was in possession of 
such at the time of the invention.
